•'imputation” of free soiiism: so much so that 
he paid no attention to it, nominated free soil- 
ors to cabinet offices, and followed their coun- 
sels. 

The editor of tbe Yeoman assures us, in a ve- 
ry dignifled manner, that the convention on the 
eighth must show that they have no confidence 
in the assailants of Gen. Butler, who are en 
gatred in schemes of speculation; and that Gen 
era! Butler don’t date his democracy at 1844 
or '5. 

We certainly admire the lofty digni'y and su 
perci ious insolence of all this. Il’a true that 
General Butler don't date his democracy a' 
1844, nor dots blair, Benton, Van Buren, cr 
— last, if not least— the editor of the Woman 
They are old democrats, or democrats of old. 
The three former are pretty well known, and 
the last is not altogether unknown in Kentucky. 
Some men's democracy is like old wine — all the 
better for age. But experience proves that 
other men's democracy rusts out in time. Our 
opponents depend on recruiting their ranks 
frnm tb s class of men. 

Mr* Tanner, when be left the Yeoman a few- 
years ago, in kis farewell address told his read 
ers that bis attachments to party were so far 
gone tbs' be was haiJIy suited for the editorial 
tripod of a patty organ. We don’t give his 
words, hut we have nov stated the idea stronger 
than he did. His course since has fully con 
firmed wnat he e«id. The democratic party in 
this State believe be told the truth in that fare- 
well address, and tns' w hat be said of himself 
then is true now. 

Even during tbi., session, Ihc party in the Le- 
gislature appear often lo be going one way and 
the Yeoman enolner. liis position is rather 
tec equivocal to allow hun to assume all the 
dignity in the world, and deliver lectures as to 
the drinociacy of o'h<ra.

He could not cast off the imputation that 
hi- was nut forward as a presidential cardidate

*i.d that, consequently, he was not a national 
man, aa be wished to make out in his speech. 
" hat little Gen. Foote left of Sam Houston, 
Bntltr, of South Carolina, demolished eil'irely;

Turrene, when a fe.v miles on his 
road, got into conversaiion with a fel- 
low-passenger; and there being in the 
vehicle but this gentleman and h mself, 
they soon became as much acquainted I 
as if they had pas-eJ the whole of their | 
lives together. Turrene himself was! 
always noted for his candor and pleas- 
antry, and the young Chevalier, his fel- 
low-passeiii’er. seemed much of the same i 
character. There were no limits, there- 1 
fore, to their mutual confidence. Tur-| 
rene entered into a narrative of his ex - 1 
pec tet ions; and his companion, equally! 
communicative, informed Turr- ne of ail l 
the circumstances ol his situation. 

Turrene learned by this detail that' 
the name of tus companion was the Che- | 
valier Dupaty; that he was the son of j 
an old cit z mi of Bloi«, and was goii.g to 
Paris on a visit to a merchant, the old 
friend of his father, with the purpose of 
marrying the old gentleman’s daughter 
Old Monsieur Dupaty and the Parisian 
merchant had. it seems, been educated 
together; and though so separated by 
the events of their future life, they had 
mutually retained that affectionate re- 
membrance not uncommon in the situa- 
tions. The old merchant, whose name 
is given as Monsieur St. George, had 
theretore sent an invitation to Monsieur 
Dupaty, to endeavor to unite their fami- 
lies; expressing in the same letter what 
he would give with his daughter, and 
what he should expect the young Dupaty 
would bring with him. The letter con- 
cluded, that if old Dupaty agreed to the 
proposal, the young Chevalier should be 
sen. with a ban of 500 crowns, and the 
nupl'als be forthwith concluded.
